LIFE AT CAMP GORDON 

“Coach” Royal Writes to 
Rollins Friends 

A member of the Sandspur Staff 
has recently received a letter from 
“Coach** (Everette Royal) and has per 
lultted the publication of it knowing 
that all Rollins folk of Last year will 
be glad to hear his story of Camp 
Life at Camp Gordon. The letter fol¬ 
lows: 

Am tired of studying "Target Desig¬ 
nation" and as I have a few minutes 
before my boxing class takes up i 
will drop you a line to give you an 
idea of our "Foreign Legion/* 

We have 250 men in our company 
now and they include men of every 
nationality under the sum some of 
lhem are not able to speak a word off 
English, Italians* Jews and Foies pre¬ 
dominate, Sometimes things are com 
leal but when you get down to the 
real work with the men you realise 
the grim seriousness of the whole 
proposition. In our company we have 
an Illiterate class of nearly 1(10 men. 
When we had the Tennesseeans here 
the Illiterate class was just as large, 
only ail could speak English. You 
would be surprised at the ignorance 
of Home of these men (speaking of 
Tennesseeans* more than the Foreign 
element) some haven’t the least idea 
how old they are* others do not know 
who their parents are. one man did 
not even know- what his right name 
was. f asked one man where he was 
born and he told me "over behind 
Sam Jones house. In the cottage," just 
as though 1 knew where Sam Jone'c 
house was. 

No matter if we lose 500.000 men, 
this war will do this country untold 
good, It Is absolutely asleep. 


Our Regiment is the best In the 
camp, but believe me we are busy. 
All the officers have to stand exams 
once a week. I never dreamed what 
a snap school was till l hit this army. 
Here is my day’s program; Reveille, 
5:15, Breakfast etc.. Dull 7 till 11:16 
Dinner 12:00* officers call 12:45, drill 
t:15 till 3:45 Football till supper Com 
puny Classes 6 to 7* Boxing Classes 
7 to 8, Then you see T haven't a 
thing to do till 5:15 next morning 
but study* which I liuvo to do. Of 
course my program Is little heavier 
than most officers as 1 am Regimental 
j Athletic Officer* 

Chauncey Boyer Is here and I see 
him occasionally. 1 was certainly glad 
to see him, as I would be any one 
from there.

A LETTERFROM ITALY 

Light Thrown on German

It gives me great pleasure to hear 
from your letter how* intensely every¬ 
one hj working In your W'ond^rful 
country to supply the needs at our 
soldiers, and how enthusiastic are 
your brave men to get ready and to 
cross the ocean to help the Allies and 
conquer the monster who precipitated 
this awful war, I only wish our peo¬ 
ple knew more and better what Ameri¬ 
ca and England have done and are 
still doing for us all since the war 
broke out. German poisoning is great 
Madam* everywhere and good ener¬ 
getic antidotes should be necessary, 

I mean a good propaganda. You know 
well how the world goes, people are 
more apt to catch the evil than the 
good,—Germans, like Satan running 
up and down the earth, know* this 
and are using all the malicious arti¬ 
fices in which they are masters, great 
masters. They try to upset, all souls* 
Ignorance Is great, everywhere In Eu¬ 
rope, and I wish people knew really 
how things happened and how r honest¬ 
ly all the Allies are fighting in this 
terrible war*

College men can perform a practi¬ 
cal patriotic service in connection 
with the War Tax Law.

The new Income Tax Law will 
reach inure than 7,000,000 persons 
who have never before paid a Federal 
Income Tax Every unmarried person 
whu had a net income in 1917 of more 
than $1.0110 and every married person 
whose net income was more than $2*- 
000 is required by law to make a re¬ 
turn to the Collector of Internal Rev¬ 
enue for his District, He must not 
wait for the Collector to call on him 
or send him a notice. He must vol¬ 
untarily apply to the Collector for the 
Income Tax form. Tf college men will 
familiarize themselves with the War 
Revenue Act and lrniiit out to their 
parents ami others with whom they 
come In contact what the law requires 
them to do they will be rendering 
service. 

The r n r jam e -of th e Wa v - Twi — Is 
identical with that of the Liberty 
Loan. Its patriotic apt>eal is even 
stronger for instead of an investment 
it call* for a contribution. The bond 
buyer loans,—the taxpayer gives.— to 
the cause of Liberty. The splendid 
success of the Liberty Loan was 
achieved through the cooperative ef¬ 
fort of patriotic leaders everywhere 
in the dissemination of information 
anti the fostering of patriotic senti¬ 
ment. 

As we press forward in this great 
war struggle, sustained by the hope 
of a victorious peace, we must bear 
in mind that only by meeting in the 
fullest degree our Individual respon¬ 
sibilities as citizens can we insure 
ourselves against the unthinkable con 
sequences of defeat. The War Tax 
Law Imposes an obligation which no 
loyal American will seek to evade.
